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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is the Examiner's position that the language "in 
the absence of thermal dye transfer" raises the issue of new matter such as set forth in the previous office action. The applicants 
argument traversion the rejection is directed to the "non-thermal dye transfer element", but the scope of the claimed invention 
encompasses any type of material including non-diffusion transfer dye element known in the art. The language "in the absence of 
thermal transfer dye" does not excluded the dye forming by the claimed dye providing coupler and blocked developer from transfering by 
other processing mean such as discloses on page 47 of the specification disclosure. The specification as a whole fails to disclose that 
the dye forming by the reaction product of dye providing coupler and the blocked developer is not a therma dye transfer or the use other 
type of dye which is not a thermal transfer dye. The absence of the thermal dye tranfer in the claimed material has not been disclosed in 
the specification as originally filed and this language introduces new concept to the specification. The whole concept disclosed in the 
specification js the use of the phenolic compound with an effective amount to release a developing agent from blocked developer to form 
a dye product between the dye providing coupler and the developing agent , whereas the claimed invention is directed to the use of 
thermal solvent to promote development which may include any development such as dye transfer ect ... Moreover, the limitation such 
as "in absence of thermal transfer dye" fail to clearly differentiate the claimed material and prior art of record since the dye stays in the 
material in absence of heating process. 
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
